RAES OF SUNSHINE 


Seaford 's On The March Once More 


The intermittent rays of sunshine that danced 
upon North Seaford Reserve last Saturday af- 
ternoon were outshone by rays of a different na- 
ture — 36-year-old sweeper Alex Rae and father 
Billy who coaches Seaford United’s seniors. And 
it was a day of sunny smiles all round for the 
locals as Seaford crushed visitor Eltham North 
4-0 and cemented its claim as a genuine promo- 
tion contender. 

There’s a spring in the step of Seaford supporters 
these days, the like of which I haven’t seen at the 
club for years. Recent seasons of continuing free- 
fall deep into the Provisional League abyss are but 
distant memories. Fast-forward to season 2008 and 
suddenly the club is in the chase for a spot in Pro- 
visional Two next season, a new clubroom project 
was completed last year and there are a couple of 
wags in the home support who let the opposition 
know loud and clear what they think of them. 

Now that’s more like the Seaford many of us know, 
having had first-hand experience of the wit and in- 
cessant badgering that were hallmarks of United’s 
yellow and black army as far back as 30 years ago. 
And big Alex Rae reckons that they’ ll have plenty 
to yell about come season’s end. 

“T’ll be disappointed if we don’t get promoted. So 
will all the lads. We’re starting to get more depth 
now and there’s a bit of competition for places. 
We’ve got the right attitude and the lads are really 
putting in so I’m expecting us to do very well this 
year,” said Rae. 

Last Saturday’s clash was a strange affair in more 
ways than one. Micky Moore, recruited from Pen- 
insula Strikers and rumoured to be Seaford’s ‘mar- 
quee player’ (Rae reckons Moore gets two more 
cans of VB per game than he does) was sent off in 
the first half after disagreeing with what looked like 
a harsh refereeing decision. When Moore got his 
marching orders it was a 0-0 scoreline yet some- 
how his name later bobbed up on the FFV website 
as scoring one of Seaford’s four goals. 

Then there was Alex Rae himself. For many years 
now one of his life’s passions has been debating ref- 
erees (and never coming out on top) but this time he 
achieved a first as he wasn’t booked for arguing but 
for tossing a water bottle off the pitch. 

Stranger still was the fact that Eltham never used 
its numerical advantage (which lasted well into the 
second half before it too had a player sent off) to 
pressure the opposition. Billy Rae made sure that 
Seaford kept at least one and sometimes two play- 
ers up front while Eltham dithered about going one- 
on-one at the back and never pushed onto Alex Rae, 
allowing the big man to saunter through the contest 
barely raising a sweat. And although he’ll be the 
first to say with a cheeky grin that a saunter is about 
the best he can muster nowadays it wasn’t always 
so. Far from it. 

Rae’s career kicked off in the Mercy Hospital in 
Melbourne, his football career starting at under-7 
level with Maccabi Hakoah while his father was 
playing with Melbourne Hungaria. 

He was only at Maccabi juniors for a handful of 
games and when the family moved house he joined 
Mordialloc. This represented yet another milestone 
in Rae’s career: “Me and dad were the only non- 
Greeks at the club. Honest.” He was there until 
joining Beaumaris under-13s when a coach other 
than his father appeared on the scene. That coach 
was Alan Dewar and Alex Rae rated him. 

Three seasons later Rae found himself playing 
sweeper in the National Youth League with Caul- 
field City. The coach there did not make a lasting 
impression upon him: “He was a Greek fella. I can’t 
remember his name.” 

But Rae’s Caulfield experience was positive. “We 
trained with the seniors so it was a good learning 
curve for me.” And learn he did, so much so that 
he made his senior debut as a 16-year-old in a clash 
with Green Gully in State League, then the premier 
competition in Victoria. That was when he came 
face to face with another Greek fella whose name 
he’ ll always remember. 

“Boy that’s a game I won’t forget in a hurry. We 
were short of players so they threw me into the ones 
up front. Gully had big Aki Kotzamichalis at the 
back and he gave me one hell of a welcome to se- 
nior football. I got clattered from pillar to post that 
day.” 

Waverley City (now Eastern Lions) was the next 
stop on his footballing journey. “Billy Morrey was 
coaching and Robert (Morrey) and ‘Sticks’ (John 
Cullen) were playing. I was full-back because Jim-

my Williams was sweeper. It was a very interesting 
time in my career. It was an eye-opener to tell you 
the truth and a really good laugh.” 

Two seasons later and the laughter didn’t subside 
because next port of call was Sandringham City 
where Rae played alongside Donnie Macleod, Gor- 
don Flavell, Eddie Campbell and Barry Ward. 

“T probably enjoyed Sandy as much as I’ve enjoyed 
any side I’ve played with.” Sandringham must have 
had a huge impact on Rae for after a couple of sea- 
sons there he gave the game away and concentrated 
on pennant golf. 

When Billy Rae was appointed coach of First Di- 
vision Springvale City a few years later he lured 
his son out of semi-retirement. It was a tumultuous 
year for Springvale. The leagues were facing a mas- 
sive restructure at season’s end and the bottom six 
clubs in First Division were being relegated. De- 
spite winning their last league game convincingly 
other results didn’t go their way and the Vales were 
relegated on goal difference. 

George Cross’s legendary centre-half, Norm Mait- 
land, took over as Springvale City coach and Alex 
Rae enjoyed playing under the big Northern Irish- 
man: “He was organised and he knew exactly what 
he wanted. He coached like he played — he was 
straightforward and demanding.” 

Rae’s route to Seaford then went via Cranbourne 
for a short stint, a playing spell that ended on a sour 
note when club and player had an acrimonious split, 
“a big falling out which I'd rather not go into.” 
The remainder of that season was spent at Chelsea 
under the guidance of another Cross legend, the 
great John Gardiner, before Rae was lured to Frank- 
ston Strikers where he was to spend five mainly 
struggling seasons, before ending his stint there last 
year in spectacularly successful fashion. 

“Winning the championship last year with Strikers 
has got to be the highlight of my career. Not many 
people gave us much hope at the start of the season 
so as a group it gave us tremendous satisfaction to 
prove so many people wrong. 

“What a feeling it was to win the title on that last 
day in such dramatic fashion. We were down to nine 
men and Stevie Keenan came off the bench to score 
the winner against Nunawading. It was an amazing 
effort. You couldn’t have scripted it any better.” 
There also was plenty of laughter at Strikers last 
year. “The coaches (George Hughes and Dougie 
Chisholm) were good fodder for each other and 
worked brilliantly together while the dressing room 
was fantastic. It couldn’t be anything else when 
you’ve got big Leroy (Wilkinson) and Johnny Jo- 
van in there, two half-wits at the best of times. It 
was sensational.” 

Then there’s the story of the plaque Strikers give 
you if you reach the 100-game milestone. “First the 
club gave me the plaque when I’d only played 99 
games so they took it back and gave it to me the 
following game but they had the wrong dates on 
the inscription. When they finally got it right they 
presented it to me and took a photo but someone 
had forgotten to take the bubblewrap off the plaque. 
It was an absolute scream.” 

And it’s laughter that permeates most Rae onfield 
efforts these days. The laughter’s not from specta- 
tors though, mainly from teammates and opponents 
and occasionally from referees. Rae loves telling 
jokes and doesn’t mind telling them during games. 
Maybe it’s laughter and the love of the game that 
keeps him going. Maybe it’s the lure of fronting up 
to the Hanna brothers at Lyndale next season if Sea- 
ford wins promotion. Who knows? Whatever it is, 
it’s infectious and Seaford certainly is stronger for 
the presence the big man brings to the club both on 
and off the field. 

A touching end to Saturday afternoon’s efforts came 
when the referee blew for the last time and the grin- 
ning winners left the field. At the edge of the pitch 
was little Billy, the only one of six children that 
Alex Rae has had with partner Karen. The child re- 
ceived a quick hug and kiss from his dad who then 
disappeared into the home dressing room. Within 
seconds the Seaford players were in full voice and 
the sound of success reverberated around the sur- 
rounds, a far cry from the sounds of silence that so 
often haunted the venue in recent years. Things are 
different at Seaford now and it’s a difference well 
worth witnessing.

Australia have ensured their progression 
to the next stage of qualification for the 
2010 FIFA World Cup with a 3-1 win over 
Qatar at the Al Sadd Stadium in Doha 
yesterday. 

Brett Emerton scored a goal in each 
half while captain Harry Kewell added 
the third and also had a goal disallowed. 
Emerton was earning his 66th cap taking 
him to fourth on the list of most international 
appearances for the Qantas Socceroos. 

Former Asian Player of the Year 
Khalfan Ibrahim scored a 90th minute 
consolation for the home side but Australia 

was not to be denied their first World Cup 
qualifying win outside Oceania since 1985 
against Israel. 

Australia will complete their group 
fixtures next Sunday against China at ANZ 
Stadium, Sydney (6pm EST), looking to 
maintain a 37-match undefeated streak of 
home qualification matches stretching back 
to 1981. 

The Qantas Socceroos will have 
to do without the services of David Carney, 
Mark Schwarzer and Luke Wilkshire who 
have now all accumulated two yellow cards 
during the campaign and will be suspended 
for the match. 

In the other group match played 
overnight, Iraq defeated China 2-1 in Tianjin 
leaving Iraq and Qatar set to battle out second 
spot when they meet in their final group 


match next Sunday in Dubai. 

Australia will join nine other Asian 
teams in the final stage of qualifying with 
the draw to be made on June 27. The top 
four teams will qualify for South Africa with 
the fifth to play-off against Oceania’s top 
nation.

Australia’s estimated 1 million diaspora 
are to be recruited to the cause of Australia 
hosting the 2018 FIFA World Cup. 

Speaking at an Australian Business 
in the Gulf luncheon with the Qantas 
Socceroos in Dubai, Football Federation 
Australia (FFA) CEO, Ben Buckley said 
that Australians around the world will form 
an important part of FFA’s bid strategy for 
2018. 

“There are an estimated 1 million 
Australians who live outside Australia. 

“Whether you’ re out of the country 
for a few years or the rest of your life, your 
heart and your mind is, and always will be, I 
hope, for the green and gold,” Buckley told 
the audience of Dubai-based expatriates. 

“Later this year we will be inviting 
the Australian diaspora to be our ‘eyes and 
ears’ in developing our World Cup bid.” 

Buckley said that people living and 
working overseas have a unique opportunity 
to promote Australia, talk about football and 
let people know of Australia’s capacity and 
expertise to host major events. 

“We will be inviting you to be our 
spokespersons for home, and to help spread 
the word of the why and how Australia 
would be a wonderful place to host the 2018 
FIFA World Cup. 


“In other words, we would like you to be 
Australia’s football ambassadors for 2018 in 
your adopted country.” 

Buckley said that FFA intends 
formally launching its bid later in the year 
when there are a number of “ducks in a 

He said that work currently 
underway includes an infrastructure audit, 
a winter sports landscape analysis and an 
economic impact assessment. 


Buckley told the audience that all Australian 
governments are fully supportive of FFA’s 
aspirations to host the 2018 World Cup. 

“Tt is a ‘David and Goliath’ task 
when we’re up against the likes of England, 
Russia and others. 

“But we think winning the right 
to host it is very achievable, particularly if 
we can draw upon the worldwide Australian 
community to help us,” Buckley said.

After a month’s absence, Richmond 
returned to Kevin Bartlett Reserve to 
host Fawkner in a match pitting together 
sides from opposite ends of the Foxtel Cup 
table.

The first season of the NSL - 1977 
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Politics, Breakaways and Mooroolbark 


There had been talk about forming a national 
soccer league in Australia since at least the 
early 1960s, but it was not till 1977 that it 
finally happened. It was the first national 
league of any of the football codes in Australia 
but it very nearly did not get off the ground. 
The lead, as in much else in football 
in this country, came from New South Wales, 
where Alex Pongrass and Les Bordacs of 
Budapest and Frank Lowy of Hakoah took the 
initiative. The Australian Soccer Federation 
under (Sir) Arthur George was forced into action 
to prevent Pongrass, Bordacs and Lowy going 
it alone, but the Victorian clubs were strongly 
against the proposal fearing that it would 
undermine the State League and cost much more 
than it would bring in. Jim Bayutti of APIA 
was another who was highly sceptical of the 
prospects for a national league. 
In Victoria, the opposition was shattered by 
the dynamic Tom Bailey of the Mooroolbark 
club who announced that he would apply for 
membership. At that point Sam Papasavas of 
South Melbourne Hellas said, ‘That changes 
everything, we will have to go in’. So seven 
clubs applied for membership and four were 
admitted, South Melbourne Hellas, Fitzroy 
United Alexander, Footscray JUST and 
Mooroolbark. Ironically, Mooroolbark lasted 
only one season before being relegated, after 
suffering the record defeat in the history of 
the competition (10-3 down to Adelaide City 
Juventus) but finishing with its best victory of 
the year by four goals to one against Canberra 
Arrows. 
The league was not truly national in that the 
teams taking part came from only New South 
Wales, Victoria, Queensland, South Australia and 
the Australian Capital Territory, though Western 
Australia and New Zealand were to join many 
years later. Western Australia had applied for 
the league when discussions began in 1975, but 
transport costs were the stumbling block. The 
original plan in the east was for a match between 
the NSL champion and a Western Australian 
team to take place after the conclusion of the 
season but this did not happen either. 
The NSL kicked off on Saturday 2 April 1977 
with fourteen teams—St George, Eastern 
Suburbs, Western Suburbs, Marconi and 
Olympic, from Sydney; South Melbourne, 
Footscray, Mooroolbark and Fitzroy from 
Melbourne; Adelaide City and West Adelaide; 
Brisbane City and Brisbane Lions; and Canberra

City. Laurie Schwab of the Age and Soccer 
Action in Melbourne, who was to get himself 
banned by the ASF for using the ‘ethnic’ names 
of all the clubs, said that the first round was 
watched by around 37 000 spectators, a figure 
which he compared with a Victorian state league 
average attendance per round of 8000 in the 
1976 season. 

The season began in controversy, as Socceroo 
Peter Ollerton, who was under suspension by the 
VSF tribunal, turned out for South Melbourne 
away to Sydney Olympic and scored both goals 
in a 2-0 win. By round 18 in August attendances 
had dropped to about 

21 000, according to 
newspaper reports. 
Long before that, the 
Sydney papers had

followed Schwab’s lead in referring to the clubs 
by the names used by their supporters. Eastern 
Suburbs’ Hakoah came out on top after the 
26-round season but only on goal difference 
from Marconi. Both teams had 37 points, five 
clear of the best Melbourne side, Fitzroy United 
Alexander. The former Glasgow Celtic striker 
John ‘Dixie’ Deans of Adelaide City Juventus 
was top scorer with sixteen goals, including four 
against Mooroolbark. Rale Rasic described him 
as ‘one of the greatest characters and footballers 
I have ever dealt with.’ He scored 30 goals in 53 
matches for Adelaide City. 

Some European stars were attracted as guest 
players in that first season during the northern 
hemisphere summer break. Malcolm ‘Supermac’ 
MacDonald, signed by Arsenal from Newcastle 
United in July 1976, played three games for 


South Melbourne Hellas in June. 15,000 turned 
up at Middle Park on 15 June for his last game, 
in which he scored twice in a three-two defeat 
by St George, who had Derby County’s Charlie 
George in its line-up. Rudolfo Gnavi, Mark 
Jankovics and Charlie George scored for the 
visitor. George had a stellar career at Arsenal in 
the early 1970s. 

In this first season the normal European pattern 
where the team which was first past the post 

at the end of the home-and-away matches was 
declared the champion was adopted, but in 
1978 a top-four final series, more in tune with 
Australian rules traditions, was instituted.

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Review of Week One 


EURO KICKS OFF IN STYLE 


Dutch, Portuguese, Croatia and Spain Dazzle Early 


The first week of action in the 2008 
European Championships was dominated 
by dramatic results, individual mastery, 
painful heartbreak, unfathomable joy 
and a bagful of sensational goals. 

In a week of mixed emotions for the 
participating nations, delight for one side 
was often contrasted with the anguish of 
another, illustrating the fine line between 
the pain of defeat and elation of success in 
Europe’s finest cup competition. 

Four teams booked their place in the quarter 
finals after just two matches, while two 
sides faced the grief of elimination. 
Courtesy of impressive performances, Spain, 
Portugal and Holland joined Croatia in the 
knockout stages after the teams secured 
maximum points from their respective 
outings. 

Portugal, Holland and Spain were rewarded 
for their fine displays of attacking football 
and clinical finishing, with the sides igniting 
the tournament and exciting fans with a total 
of 18 goals. 

The Netherlands were by far the most 
imposing side in the first round of fixtures, 
after destroying current World Champions 
Italy 3-0, and humbling France 4-1. 

In two displays of clinical, attractive 
attacking football in the space of four 
days, the Dutch made their intentions clear 
and Marco van Basten’s side will surely 
be favourites heading into the knockout 
stages. 

Portugal and Spain also impressed in 
their opening matches, but have advanced 
past somewhat easier opposition than the 
Netherlands. 

Group B qualifier Croatia progressed in 
slightly less style than the other three sides 
with mixed performances in their opening 
two matches. 

Although Slaven Bilic’s side were expected 
to progress to the quarters at the expense 
of Austria and Poland, few would have 
predicted that the side would do so by 
defeating European giants Germany. 

After a dour opening performance against 
lowly Austria had seen them scrape a 1-0 
victory in their first match, the Vatreni’s 2-1 
win over the three-time champions was the 
shock of the tournament thus far. 
Contrasted with the triumph of the four 
quarter-finalists was the elimination of co- 
host Switzerland and reining European 


Spain’s Villa and Torres have been in scintillating form. 


Champions Greece. 

Switzerland’s fans had encapsulated the 
atmosphere and sprit of the tournament, but 
were unable to spur their side onto the last 
eight. 

Failing to collect a single point from their 
opening two matches, the Swiss will be 
bitterly disappointed at squandering a 1-0 
lead against Turkey in a rain-drenched 
Basel, where a win was necessary to stay in 
contention for qualification. 

Greece’s dismal attempt to retain their 
European crown will see Otto Rehhagel’s 
men return to Athens after their final Group 
D match, after losses to Russia and Sweden 
eliminated the titleholders. 

Greece’s _ disappointment will be 
uncharacteristically shared by  pre- 
tournament favourites France and Italy who 
now walk a fine line to avoid elimination. 
The two face off in a mouth-watering final 
Group C clash with both sides needing 
nothing less than a victory to progress. 

But if Romania manages to defeat a rampant 
Dutch side then both France and Italy can 
expect an early elimination. 

Defeating the Dutch is not an impossible 
feat for Romania; the last time the two sides 
met the Tricolorii triumphed 1-0 over van 
Basten’s side during qualification for the 
tournament. 

Holland may also rest players for its final 
group match in preparation for the quarters, 
and a weakened Dutch side may allow 
Romania to advance at the expense of Les 
Blues and the Azzurri. 


The Dutch have been clinical in their opening games and convincingly dispatched 
world champions Italy and France in the “Group of Death”. 


Both Italy and France have been extremely 
disappointing in their opening two matches 
in the Group of Death, especially after the 
elevated pre-tournament hype surrounding 
both the team’s title aspirations. 

Germany is another pre-tournament 
favourite who have struggled to impose 
themselves on the tournament, and face the 
unlikely prospect of elimination. 

However, the Germans come up against 
co-host Austria, who, despite an impressive 
tournament for their lowly position in 
European football, will be vastly considered 
underdogs. 

Several players have also used the first two 
fixtures of the group stage to display their 
talent on Europe’s grandest stage. 
Portuguese hero Cristiano Ronaldo 
illustrated his sensational abilities by 
scoring a wonderful goal and ceated two 
more to guarantee a third successive quarter 
final appearance in the Championships for 
his nation. 

Spain’s David Villa currently tops the goal 
scoring charts after his four goals, including 
a sublime hat-trick against Russia, in 
his side’s opening games has facilitated 
qualification for Luis Aragones’ team. 
Despite his nation’s struggle thus far to 
secure a qualifying spot, Lukas Podolski 
has come out firing, scoring all three of his 
nation’s goals, in sensational fashion. 

But the star performers thus far have been the 
Netherlands, and despite the fact that every 
member of the Oranje have been playing 
sensational football, Wesley Sneijder has 
dominated the Dutch midfield, scoring two 
goals and running the show for van Basten’s 
men. 

This week will see the conclusion of the 
Group stages and the beginning of the 
knock-out rounds, where the drama of Euro 
2008 will surely continue.

Scolari Keeps Eye On Prize 
Luiz Felipe Scolari insisted on Saturday 
that his move to Chelsea, which he admitted 
was partly for financial gain, would not 
distract him or his Portugal squad from 
their bid to win Euro 2008. 

“It is not going to change anything at the 
moment,” Scolari said. “Il am here with 
my body and soul, completely involved to 
the end and | hope we can get to another 
final.” 

Speaking for the first time since his

to extend his stay in Portugal. 

Asked if that meant he was going to 
Chelsea for the money, Scolari responded:

(the Portuguese federation) did not get the 
appropriate sums. | am 59 and | don’t want 
to work as a coach until I’m 70. | want to 
retire in four or five more years, So money 
was an issue but not the only one.”

Over 100 Euro Arrests 


Swiss police said on Saturday they made 
more than 100 arrests following Friday’s Euro 
matches between Holland and France and 
Italy and Romania in Berne and Zurich. 

Both matches drew tens of thousands of fans 
to the cities above and beyond those who had 
tickets and the ATS news agency said more 
than 100 people were detained in Berne 
across the evening as the Dutch sent France 
packing 4-1. 

A Berne police spokesman said 158 people 
also had to be treated for knife wounds, one 
person suffered a broken jaw as trouble broke 
out among inebriated fans, some of whom 
had been taking drugs. 

Some 150,000 people, including around 
60,000 Dutch fans, poured into the fan zones 
in central Berne, according to municipal 
authorities. 

Normally, the entire population of the sleepy 
town is just 135,000. 

“We have reached the limits of our capacity 
to deal with this,” said mayor Alexander 
Tschappat. 

In Zurich, where Italy and Romania parted 
1-1 to leave the Italians staring elimination in 
the face unless they beat France, six fans of 
the Azzurri were arrested on Friday evening 
outside the Letzigrund stadium after causing 
trouble and injuring a steward.

A man who shares a name with and lives 
in the same town as the British referee 
who awarded a controversial injury-time 
penalty in Euro 2008 has received death 
threats, newspapers here said Saturday.

Webb’s namesake, who is half his age, 
gave a penalty against Poland when they 
were just seconds away from winning their 
Group B match against co-hosts Austria 
on Thursday, letting the Austrians pull off 
a 1-1 draw which severely dented Polish 
hopes of making the last eight. 


Even Polish Prime Minister Donald Tusk 
was livid at the decision, admitting he 
wanted to “kill” the bald-headed English 
Premier League referee for depriving 
coach Leo Beenhakker’s team of a vital 
win.

Bilic: Modric The Best 


Tottenham have picked up a rare diamond who 
is better than Cristiano Ronaldo, if Croatia coach 
Slaven Bilic is to be believed. 

Spurs’s new signing Luca Modric pulled the 
strings and earned the man-of-the-match award 
as Croatia exposed Germany’s weaknesses in a 
2-1 victory here on Thursday. 

And now the 22-year-old, who outshone Germany 
playmaker Michael Ballack, will set the Premier 
League alight according to Bilic. 

Asked if Modric could become the player of the 
tournament, the coach insisted he didn’t need to 
build his reputation any more. 

“Luca is already a star even without this 
tournament,” said Bilic. “I keep saying to him 
every day that he’s the best player in Europe. 
“But he’s not the only great player on our team, 
we have world class players and they prove it 
day in, day out, every day in training and in every 
match in each part of the pitch.” 

Modric, who made his name in the Bosnian 
league, was reportedly a target for many top 
European clubs but it was Tottenham who won the 
race for his signature in a deal worth reportedly 
something between 20 and 25 million euros from 
Dinamo Zagreb. 

And his form here so far in the tournament suggests 
that Tottenham were right to beat off reported 
competition from Arsenal, Chelsea, Manchester 
City and Newcastle for his signature.
